Home-Rule Act Becomes Opersa- 
tive as It Stands on Statute 
Book 


LONDON, Oct. 8—The governments 
Irish policy is rapidly taking shape 
under the pressure of recently de- 
veloped circumstances which  sur- 
prised the cabinet, says the Daily Mail. 
The law officers of the crown, the 
Mail states, discovered after careful 
examination of the ‘Suspension act” 
an act carried during the war to 
Postpone the operation of the home 
rule act—that under its terms, the 
home rule act becomes operative on 
the day the peace treaty is signed 
by Turkey, the last belligerent ta 
éign. 

It had generally been assumed, the 
newspaper adds, that the Suspension 
act would operate six months longer, 
when other measures, such as the 
Defence of nhe Realm act, would 
terminate, but the ruling of the law 
officials upset this view. The govern- 
ment, however, according to the news- 
aper, is under urgent necessity of 
ormulating Irish proposals and the 
carrying of them es an amendment 
to the home rule act unless the latter 
igs to become operative as it stands 
on the staute book. 

The Daily Mail points out that for 
this, purpose the government ha®@ 
only eix weeks, as it is expected that 
Parliament will meet a_ fortnight 
hence, so there will be only one month 
of parliamentry time in which t6 
carry out what will be highly con- 
troversial proposals. 

Government Active oe 

The scheme has not yet been fixed 
@efinitely, but the ministers have de- 
cided to offer the nationalists of Ire- 
land what they describe as a very 
generous proposal indeed. it will un- 
@oubtedly take the form of a wide 
measure of home rule, but the pled- 
ges given to Ulster are held as bind- 
ing and the exclusion of all counties 
where Ulstermen predominate is con- 
templated. It is that the system of 
proportional representation recently 
enacted for the Irish municipal elec- 
tions will be applied in the elections 
for the home rule parliiament. 

The cabinet committee which was 
Gonsiituted to draft the Irish pro- 
posals has met frequently, and the 
whole cabinet on Tuesday, the Mail 
@ays discussed the scheme and car- 
ried it further.

Report Dealing with ‘Questions 


Concerning Administration of Hospital — Tenders for Supplies 
Accepted—Eight-Hour Day for Nurses Reported on 


Some important datails concerning 
the organizing of an Alberta hospital 
association and the calling of the first 
meeting at Edmonton, were given in a 
report of Dr. Fyshe, superintendent of 
the Royal Alexandra hospital, to the 
hospital board on Tuesday afternoon. 

It*was stated that a committee 
meeting had been held recently pre- 
sided over by Rev. Canon J. Murrell- 
Wright of Lethbridge, temporary 
chairman of the proposed association. 
Then certain recommendations were 
made to the Edmonton hospital board. 
These included the approval of a pub- 
lic meeting being held in the evening 
of the first day's proceedings at the 
First Presbyterian church, that an ad- 
dress of welcome be presented by the 
mayor, that a luncheon be provided 
for the delogates, who should also be 
furnished with street railway tickets 
for travelling about the city, and that 
the hospital board guarantee $100 to- 
wards the expenses of the meetings. 

The board approved of the recom- 
mendations save that in the case of 
the luncheon; it was arranged that 
local delegates should pay for their 
own lunch and visiting delegates 
should be entertained by the hospital 


board. 
Dr. Fyshe’s 

Dr. Fyshe is taking up matters at 
the Royal Alexandra hospital in a very 
methodical manner and he had a long 
report ready for the hospital board 
dealing with a variety of questions in- 
volved in the administration of the 
hospital. The board Spent several 
hours discussing and deciding on the 
subjects referred to in the repor: and 
then adjourned until Wednesday next. 

The question of the wholesale pur- 
chase of groceries was taken up, the 
idea be'n;; whether the board could 
not obtain better prices than the re- 
tail ones now secured. The matter 
was discussed at some length, but no 
action was taken. 

Nurses’ Eight Hour Day. 

Superintendent Fyshe submitted a 
report on the matter of an eight hour 
day for the nurses, and it was stated 
that at the lowest estimate nine extra 
nurses would be required, and on the 
completion of the new wing, forty 
nurses. It was remarked that there 
was no demand right at the present 
for the eight hour day, but it might 
come at any time. The remark was 
also made that three eight hour shifts 
would be required. 

Dr. Fyshe reported that the training 
of undergraduate nurses of the Royal 
Alexandra hospital in infectious dis- 
eases commenced on October Ist. 

It was decided to accept the tender 
of P. Burns company for the supply 
of eggs during October, November, 
December and January, at tlre follow- 
{ng prices for the respective months: 
5éc, 56.8c, 57.6c and 58.5¢ per dozen, 

Other tenders received were: Swifts 
56c, 57c, 68c and 59c. Norwood Cash 
grocery 57c, 60c, 60c, and 62c. 

It was stated that the eggs would 
be of the best quality. The contract 
is being secured on the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Fyshe as a matter of fore- 
thought. H. H. Cooper remarked that 
eggs were going to be $1 per dozen 
this winter.

Air Commander Charlton, First 
Aviator to Be Sent Away 
on Test 


MINEOLA N.Y., Oct. 7.—Air Com- 
modore L. E. C. Charlton, alr at- 
tache of the British embassy at 
Washington, was selected tonight as 
the first aviator to be sent away from 
here tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock 
in the great transcontinental air race 
and reliability test to San Francisco 
and return. Commodom Chariton, 
who is the highest ranking officer en- 
tered in the contest, will fly a Bristol 
machine, and will alternate as pilot 
with Flight-Lieutenant P, E. Traill, 
also of the embassy staff. 

At sundown tonight 50 machines, 
repregenting eight different makes 
and resembling gigantc graas-hop- 


pers, were Jined up on Roosevelt field | 


awaiting the signal fo Major-Genern' 
Thomas H. Barry, commanding the 
department of the east,, which will 
send them 2,700 miles ‘across the 
eleven states. 

Seventeen other machines had 
either arrived and were being prepar- 
ed by mechanics or were on their 
way here from neighboring fields. 
Sixteen machines were preparing to 
essay the east-bound trip from San 
Francisco, The contest is Mmited to 
military aviators.

Methodist Church Appropriations 
Authorized for Home and 
Abroad, $1,156,164 


TORONTO, Oct. 7.— Appropria- 
tions for mission work at home and 


jabroad for the coming year amount- 


ing to $1:156,164, were authorized by 
the general board of missions of the 
Methodism church of Canada here to- 
day. 

The board agreed to release Rev. 
J. H. Armup from his duties as as- 
sistant secretary of foreign missions 
to act as secretary of the national 
campaign of the Methodiet church. 

A recommendation from the Saskat- 
chewan convention that a missionary 
superintendent be appointed for work 
among the non-English speaking 
people was not sustained by the board. 
The delegates from Saskatchewan 
urged strongiy the need for a special 
superintendent, but the board thought 
thut the time was not ripe for such 
an 


monton City dairy and the Woodland 
dairy for the supply of milk and 
cream to the hospital up to March 
next.

As tho tenders were not considered 
satisfactory it was decided that fresh 
tenders should be asked for from the 
dairies, to be delivered within a week. 

Dr. Fyshe stated that the plumbing 
fixtures in the nurses’ home and hos- 
pital were being repaired and replaced 
where necessary. The fixtures in tho 
hospital were being reseated at the 
rate of $5.83 per fixture. 

In regard to the replacing of the 
thermostatic control of heat in the 
hospital wards by direct action valves, 
for which seventy-seven valves will 
be needed, tenders were received from 
Ross Bros., Lockerbie and company 
and Kelly and Kokott. The hospital 
engineer recommended the adoption 
of the Dunhan Packless valve, tend- 
ered for by Kelly and Kokott, but it 
was decided that the matter should he 
held over for a while until an expert 
engineer, who is shortly coming to the 
university, can go into the matter. 

Following a recommendation of the 
fire marshal, it was agreed to pur- 
chase six fire extinguishers to be 
placed in the hospital, at the cost of 
$22 each. 

As some changes are to be made in 
the housekeeping department, the 
board approved of the engagement of 
a qualified dietician at $100 a month. 

| Dr. Fyshe asserted that considerable 
economy could be effected by more 
judicious purchase of goods. 

Claim Discrimination, 

A letter was received from Gainers, 
limited, stating that they were not be- 
ing given a square deal in the alloca- 
tion of contracts for Supplies. It was 
asserted that on occasion, tenders had 
been sent in under wholesale prices in 
order to sée how they were served, but 
they had not been awarded the con- 
tracts, : 

The board gave instructions for a 
letter to be sent to Gainers, Ilmited, 
asking if they will submit the dates 
on which these particular prices were 
sent In. 

The board sanctioned an increase tn 
salary for the storekeeper, Mr. Ches- 
hire, from $70 to $80 per month. 

Authority was glven to Dr. Fyshe 
to engage a stenographer at $55 per 
month. 

In the case of Mr. Allin, who carries 
out the repair work in the hospital 
and buildings generally, his salary was 
fixed at $100 per month. 

A list of requests for increases cf 
pay fro:n’ employees wus presented to 
the board, but the beard decided that 
no increases of pay could be consider- 
ed at the present time, A 

In dealing with employees it was 
stated one man employed on general 
work had bee: discharged by Ald. 
Rush and another man substituted in 
his place at an increased salary. It 
was also said that the discharged man 
had been in the service of the board 
for a considerable time, while the man 
put fn his place had been working un- 
der the board for a short time only. 

The board objected to the action 
that had been taken by Ald. Bush and 
the superintendent was instructed to 
deal with the employees as he saw 
fit, without regard to what had been 
‘one previously. 

Dr. Fyshe sald that this meant that 
the man discharged would be rein- 
stated. 

Objection was made by Dr. Fys' 
fo Ald. Bush taking over the matter 
of attending to the coal supply. 

The mayor said a few remarks very 
much to the point on this particular 
question, in which he criticized the ac- 
tion of the schoo] board in withdraw- 
Ing from the attempt, to secure better 
coal prices by the city and the two 
boards taking joint action. 

It was approved that the floors in 
the diphtheria ward at the isolation 
hospital, basement and dining room 
should be renewed. 

In discussing the matter of the mill- 
tary tenancy of the Strathcona hosp!- 
tal, Dr. Tory sald that he should most 
certainly put {n a protest against moat 
military being allowed to keep the 
hospital as iong as they wanted, 
| The mayor suggested that the efty 
be allowed to get the money for the 
new wing for the Royal, Alexandra 
pogorcal before Dr. Tory began to pro- 
test. 

It was explained by Mr. Kirkpatrick 
that the military, if it was found that 
an institution of the size of Strathcona 
hospital would not be required in the 
future, would probably want to take 
over the new wing of the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital. 

Recommendations from the medica} 
advisory board were submitted to the 
board for consideration in anccher re- 
port furnished by Dr. Fyshe. 

The most important of these, toge- 
ther with a report from Dr. Fyshe on 
payment by oui-of-towre indigent pa- 
tients, were held over till next Wed- 
nesday,

TWO BILLS ON 
PROHIBITION 
INTRODUCED 


First Enables Majority of Elec- 
tors of Province to Prohibit 
Importation 


SECOND BILL 


Extends Not Only to Importation 
But Manufacture within the 
Province 


OTTAWA, Oct. %—Hon. C. J. 
|Doherty, by unan!mous consent intro- 
;duced in the house this afternoon the 
two prohibition billie. The first bill 
amends the provision of the Canadian 
temperance act so as to make it pos- 
sible that upon a plebiscite vote of 
the electors of an entire province— 
which plebiscite would be taken upon 
@ Petition based on a resolution of 
the legislative assembly—that if the 
majority of the electors declare they 
desire importation of iquor into that 
iprovince or manufacture of liquor in 
that province, or both. to be absolutely 
prohibited, then under the provisions 
of ithe bill ananufacture or imiporta- 
tion, or both, will be prohibited by 
proclamation, 

In effect the bill extends the prin- 
ciple of the Canadian temperance act 
so as to enaple the majority of the 
ebectors of the province to place im- 
portation under absofute prohibition. 

To Prohibit Manufacture. 

Mr. Doherty's second bill amends 
jthe act in aid of provincial legisla- 
tion 80 as to make its provisions ex- 
tend not only to importation of liquor 
but to manufacture within the pro- 
vince of liquor to be used. 

A further provision of the bill ee- 
introduces a clause which wus’ con- 
tained in the original bill as it was 
passed by the house of 
which the senate rejected. The clause 
is accompanied by miodifications 
which it is hoped will make it ac- 
ceptable. It provides that the violator 
of the publications of the act may be 
tried for the offence either in the pro- 
vince into which the liquor was sent 
or in the province in which the offence 
was actually committed. There is the 
proviso that the clause will be oper- 
ative only on the fiat of the prohib!- 
tion provisions.

Second reading was then given to an 
act to amend the criminal code. The 
amendment (provides) that 1m ailiien 
shall have in his possession any fire- 
arm or offensive weapon without hav- 
{ng a permit. 

Mr, 8. W. Jacobs strongly opposed 
the bill. Why, he asked, should aliens 
be thus discriminated against? Was 
nota pistol as dangerous in the hands 
of a .British subject as of an alien? 
There ghould be one law applicable to 
alt alike. 

‘Mr, Maharg also opposed the a- 
mendment. It ‘would have been al- 
right. he said, in war time, but not 
when the country is at peace.

Tv Show Good Faith. 

Hon. C. J. Doherty, replied that the 
bill was designed to make aliens show 
their good faith by being willing to 
apply for a permit if they desired to 
carry fire-arms. The criminal re- 
cords of the country would, he 
thought, show that a large majority 
of crimes of violence had been com- 
mitted by newly-arrived aliens. 

An amendment was moved by Mr. 
Jacobs, the effect of which wan to 
place all citizens on the game plane 
with ihe alien, as far as carrying 
weapons was concerned, was ios on 
division by a vote of 34 for and 65 
against.

CHICAGO, Oct’) 7.—The king of 
the Belgians today ran the engine of 
his own train for ten miles. The spe- 
cial train on which the king and his 
party asp travelling westward, was 
stopped at Wauseon, Ohlo, while His 
Majesty climbed into the cab of the 
engine and took over the_ throttle 
from the grimy pilot. The king who 
has a thorough knowledge of locomo- 
tive engineering, ran the heavy train 
for ten miles without a jolt, then he 
stopped the engine and returned to 
his car. 

The king, travelling unofficially 
with the queen and the Duke of Bra- 
bant, passed through Ohio a@d In- 
diana today, en_route to California. 

The train was stopped for an hour 
at Toledo, the home of Brand Whit- 
lock, American ambassador to Bel- 
gium, where the party receivéd an en- 
thusiastic welcome. The stop was 
made by the king as a personal 
friend of Mr. Whitlock, and not as 
an official visit. - 

The royal train arrived in Chicago 
late tonight. It immediately was 
switched on another road and resum- 
ed its journey. 


PREMIER SAYS 
BRITAIN REALLY 
DEMOCRATIC 


Proof of This Was Furnished by 
Recent Railway Strike, He 
Asserts 


London, Oct. 7.—Proof that Great 
Britain is a really democratic coun- 
try was furnished by the recent rail- 
road strike episode, Premier Lloyd 
George declared in an address today. 
Speaking at the Mansion House at a 
reception to Field Marshal Allenby, 
|the conqueror of Palestine, who was 
iven the freedom of the city, the 
remier said: 


Somme front is over, all ranks and 
[classes must work together. The 
‘country needs it. We all belong to 
‘the working classes in this country. 
I claim to be a working man in all 
except the eight hours. The strike 
proved that this is a really democratic 
country, where public opinion must 


prevail.” 
Keeping along the same line of 
thought, the Premier continued: 


“Prussianism in the industrial econo- 
mic world must not prevail Great 
Britain has once -more rendered a 
deep and lasting service to real free- 
dom by defeating an effort to hold up 


the community and strangle it into 
submission. The nation means to be 
strong, firm and just but always 
master.”

Winston Churchill Testifies Be- 
fore Royal Commission on 
Awards to Inventors 


LONDON, Oct. 7—“It is impossible 
to say that thie or that man invented 
the tank,” Winston Churchill secre- 
tary for war, icstified in this wise 
today before the royal commission on | 
awards to inventors, which is dealing | 
with the claims of eleven men who}; 
are seeking the honor and bounties) 
attached to thé invention of this for- 
midable instrument of war. ! 

The testimony and the statements 
of the attorneys Indiceted that the 
tank was a sort of middle ground be-} 
tween armored motor cars, which! 
wide trenches rendered ineffective, | 
and the huge steamrollers, planrgd to 
batter down barbed-wire and other | 
obstacles. Mr. Churchil testified that 
from the beginning of the war nu- 
merous types of land ship pans had 
been submitted. Bighteen of these 
types appeared so feasible that mod- 
els were constructed and trials were 
made, and it might be said that the 
original tank, first used in tho 
Somme offensive in 1916, was the re- 
sult of the experience gained at the 
trials of cach of these eighteen. 

Armored Cars Falled : 

Armored cars had failed, said the 
secretary, because they could not get 
over or around the trenches, where- 
upon he called into conference Vive- 
Admiral Sir Reginald Bacon The 
ordnance expert. Admiral Bacon 
built a motor with bridges to be laid 
across a trench on the approach and 
picked up on the return, but this 
failed to get over a double t'ne trench.

With Service For Some Time 
Empioyees, Headed by Commissioner Ormsby, Had Busy 


Night—Trouble Originated With Pumping Plant, 
Where Steam Was Being Taken From the Power 


Plant. 


The public is warned that fully nor- 
Mal conditions in respect to the sup- 
ply of electricity in the city may not! 
be reached for a few days. | 

This is following the breakdown at 
the plant on Monday night, and as 
the biggest machine, which has been | 
carrying practically the bulk of the! 
toad up to the present, is now out of | 
commission, it will be a ttle while | 
before it can be put right. City Com- 
missioner Ormsby says that it is cer- 
tain that conditions will not he nor- 
mal for a while, and there is the pos- 
sibility that tle street car service may 
be interfered with. 

Monday night was a tough proposi- 
tion for the power plant employees, 
and there is no wonder that at the 
end Acting-Supt. Cope was pretty well 
all in. Commissioner Ormsby, who 
igs manager of the power plant, was 
right on the job unt! six o'clock Tues- 
day morning, he proceeding to the 
plant as soon as the lights failed in 
the city. He says that the power 
plant employees worked splendidly 
to get things working again, and that 
there were no dry shirts throughout 
the night. 

The first trouble originated in tho 
pumping plant when steam was being 
taken from the power house into the 
pumping plant boilers. Something 
went wrong with a, valve, and {mw con- 
sequence ‘there was a stoppage of the 


| 


and the whole machinery was brought 
to a standstill, 

Then when the 2,500 k.w. turbine 
Was being started the yacuum pump 


head blew off, and this was mishap! 


No. 2. It must be noted that a lot of 
the work getting the machines on the 
job again had to be done in darkness, 
as no light was available. Following 
the big machine, the 4,000 k.w. tur- 
bine, which carries the major portion 
of the load, was started, and then it 
Was discovered that the blading had 
stripped, thus putting this machine 
out of business, 

With great difficulty a spare ma- 
chine which eives 1,000 ‘k'w, dnd 
which has not been operated for years 
was got to work, and sore sort of 
service was resumed. For some part 
of the time the city was entirely with- 


{out water or light. - 


Available machines at the power 
plant are the 4,060 k.w., a 2,000 k.w., 
a 2,500 k.w., and the spare 1,000 k.w. 
Of these the 1.000 k.w. is now work- 
ing and 2,600 k.w. also, but non-con- 
densing, which reduces the output. 

In addition, there is also the 7,500 
D.C. ma@iine, which keeps the street 
railway in operation. 

“Something might happen at any 
time,"’ said Commissioner Ormsby on 
Tuésday morning. 

“Yes,” sald a visitor to his office; 
“but hasn't the Alliance Company left 
these machines so that such happen- 
ings are likely to occur pretty often

The two new schools being erected at 
Youngstown and Raymond, will not 
be opaned till next year. Construc- 
tion is fairly well advanced, and the 
buildings are roofed, but there will 
be no effort made to operate them till 
next fall.

For this the 
department will be responsible for the 
extra cost of transportstion. 

The outlook for the attendance at 
the schools of agriculture is very 
gratifying this fall, and it is expected 
there will be applications to a greater 
number than can be accommodated.

"What are you going to do if you 
cannot get an increase on rates?” was 
the question put to Mr. McAuley on 
Monday night when he came before 
council asking whether the city would 
join In an application to the board 
of utility commissioners for an in- 
crease In the price of natural gas to be 
allowed the Northern Alberta Natural 
Gas Development company. Mr. Mc- 
Cauley said that what they intended 
would be to wait until conditions ap- 
proached what they were like when 
the agreement_between the company 
and the city was signed, 

“Would you be prepared to put the 
pipe line in if such conditions did come 
about?” was the next question. 

“Yer,” said Mr. McCauley. 

There .was one point, in addition, 
upon which Mr. McCauley was very 
emphatic and that was the bond-hold- 
ers would never give back the field, 
They were holding that in security for 
the money they had speculated in the 
company. 

Mr. McCauley came before counell 
with the request that the city should 
join the company in an application be- 
fore the board of utilities commission 
that the rate for the natural gas in the 
city should be increased from 25 cents 
to 35 cents for domestic use and 20 
cents for power. Also that there 
should be a maximum service charge 
of 50 cents, It was asked that the 
application should be a tentative rate, 
say for three years. Kyen with such 
a rate, as an inveetment of some $4,- 
600,000, the company could not do 
more than break even. It was etated 
that there was some forty-five m#l- 
lion cudle feet of gas on top at the 
field. 

In the discussion that took place 
is was asserted by Mr. McAuley that 
if an application was made to the 
commission and a tentative rate struck 
and this new rate was made for a 
period, tnen if the company did not 
carry it out during that period, then 
the rates should revert to the oid 
schedule. 

It was eventually decided, on mo- 
tion of Ald. Kinney, that M. McAuley 
should put his offer in writing and 
that it should then be considered by 
special committee.

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Ratified In Ignorance. 

The French Chamber of Depu- 
ties has ratified the peace treaty, 
less it is to be suspected because 
the members are satisfied with it 
than because nothing else seemed 
to be possible. The course of the 
long debate has made clear that 
French sentiment is not satisfied 
that the terms imposed upon Ger- 
many are either sufficient punish- 
ment for_its crimes nor sufficient 
guaraniee to France against future 
attack. But the treaty represents 
the maximum that France could 
get from the Peace Conference, 
and there was no alternative but 
to accept the terms offered or 
break with the Allies. 

France, however, has one advan- 
tage. It at least knows what the 
terms are. The Canadian Parlia- 
ment had to ratify the treaty or 
reject it in face of the declaration 
of the acting head of the Govern- 
ment that he did not know what 
compensation Canada is to get 


from Germany. 
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Why the Loan? 


Tt would very materially help 
the prospects of the forthcoming 
Victory loan—assuming that there 
are good reasons for it—if the 
country was given an explicit of- 
ficial explanation as to what the 
money is wanted for, Thus far it 
does not seem to have been 
thought necessary ‘to tell the pub- 
lic why the money was wanted, 
but sufficient to simply issue calls 
to them to subscribe in the name 
of patriotism. 

It will be a mistake to proceed 
upon that assumption, While the 
war was going on everyone under- 
stood that shells and food had to 
be supplied to the army, and so 
far as argument went it was only 
needed to remind people of that, 
obvious fact. But the war is over. 
Military operations are no longer 
eating up money. Demobilizatioa 
also is understood to be about 
through with. The loan, from all 
that can be gathered, is for a far 
larger sum than is required to bal- 
ance the war account and pay the 
demobilization costs. What is it 
proposed to do with the balance? 

Some seemingly officially-in- 
spired assurances have appeared 
in print to the effect that ‘‘all the 
money is to be spent in Canada.’’ 
That is hardly sufficient, Public 
money may be spent in Canada 
and wasted, or spent for things 
that could well be got along with- 
out in a time of stringency. And, 
with all respect, the record of the 


present Government is not ade-| 
quate assurance that that will not | 


be done with the proceeds of the 
proposed loan. 

Neither is the Government snf- 
ficient guarantee that the money 
will not be used to pay the Cana- 
dian manufacturer for goods sold 
in foreign markets. The Ruma- 
nian loan, four dollars ont of five 
of which went to the manufactur- 
ers, has not yet escapéd the public 
memory. If it is proposed to du- 
plicate that transaction on a 
wholesale plan the tax-payers at 
least have a right to know. 

And whatever the purpose it 
will be advisable from the stand- 
point of national finance to tell 
them. It is not inconceivable that 
the loan may fail to float, unless 
the public are told why it is de- 
sired to float it. ‘‘Tub-thumping”’ 
is good enovgh in war time to 
raise money for almost any pur- 
Bore, but it is not safe to assume 

at it will cause the citizen to 
turn over his money in peace time 
to a Government in which he has 
no excess amount of confidence 
and for purposes which are not ex- 
plained to him.

Nei-| 
ther can it be denied that in pre-| 
ceding years when the plant was) 
operated as a civic enterprise | 
breakdowns were of such frequent 
occurrence that it was an event if 
we got through a week without the 
interruption of the lighting or 
water service, or both. 

The circumstances call for a 
thorough investigation, conducted 
not for the purpose of proving any 
pre-determined conclusion as to) 
where fault lies, but of finding out 
where it really does lie, if any- 
where. If the plant is in a state of | 
collapse bevause of mis-use by the 
company the city council ought to 
know it. If the return to civic op- 
eration means a return to the era! 
of interrupted services the citizens | 
ought to know it. 


Boots And Shoes. 


The net result of the inquiry into 
boot and shoe prices appears to be} 
the discovery that there are no 
large profits in the retail boot and | 
shoe business, and disclosure of 
the prospect that prices of foot- 
wear are likely to go to levels not 
yet reached. 

The inquiry, like the previous 
| investigation into the sugar situa- 
tion, illustrates the ineffectiveness 
of probing here and there into the 
retail prices of a commodity the 
prevailing price of which is fixed} 
at the factory and which has un- 
dergone a country-wide increase 
in price, Merchants are hailed be- 
fore these local tribunals and made 
Ite spread their business records be- 
|fore their competitors and the 
| sublie—only to find that it is not 
| in the retail branch of the business 
that fortunes are being made. 

What is true of the boot and 
shoe trade is doubtles equally true 
of other branches of mercantile 
life. Unless it is to be assumed | 
that all the storekeepers in the 
country have entered into a con- 
jspiracy to commit perjury and 
| fatsify their records, it has to be 
believed that it is not the retailer 
who is responsible for the continu- 
ous appalling increase in the cost 
of necessities.

MAY BE BOUGHT 
THROUGH BANKS 


Victory Bonds may be purchased 
this year through the banks as in the 
past, and rangements have been 
made by which any purchaser who is 
jnot prepared to handle the payments 
jon the terms set out in the applica- 
ition, and who prefers to buy bonds 
fon ten monthly instalments may do | 
so through any chartered bank. The} 
banks have agreed to advance suffi- | 
cient money to purchase bonds on this | 
basis and to charge the same rate of 
interest as is earned. by the bond. 

Arrangements with the Bankers’ 
associution have been completed, and 
the following is a summary of the 
same: 


Bank Instalment Card 

The banks have agreed to the use 
of a uniform instalment card. This 
card system covers subscriptions to 
bonds payable in ten monthly instal- 
ments for subscriptions of $50, $100 | 
and $500. 

Employers’ Credits 

The banks have consented to make 
loans to employers of labor covering 
the subscriptions of their employees— | 
rate of interest to be 6 1-2 per cent, | 
| the loans to be up to $0 per cent. of! 
|the amount of bonds subscribed for, | 
to be paid within ten months. Such 
loans were not to be considered as 
impairing the amounts of credits for 
other purposes. 

Advances to Investors 

In order to encourage tnvestors to 
participate the banks have agreed to 
grant reasonable credits to a sub- 
scriber to the loan who had a prob- 
able certainty of repaying the advance 
within one year upon the security of 
the issue. The banks agreefA to ad- 
vance up to 90 per cent. of the sub- 
scription, rate of interest § 1-2 per 
cent, per annum, with reduétion pay- 
ments monthly or quarterly.
